ONE CHICAGOAN. DEAD 
IN THE QUAKE 


W alter T. Blume, who was spoken 
of in the Tribune as the only Chi­ 
cagoan dead in the quake, was a cou­ 
sin of our townsman, Henry M. Blume 
and the two were boys together; their 
fathers, brothers and their homes 
were side by side. 
W alter T. Blume was 35 years old, 
an employe of the W estern Electric 
Co., attached to the Nippon Electric 
Company in Tokio. 
He was killed 
during the earthquake. Cables telling 
of his death said nothing of his wife, 
Mrs. Jeanette Blume and their 8-year- 
old daughter, Marion. Later, the pa­ 
pers, Monday evening this week, re­ 
port Mrs. Blume and daughter safe. 
So far as we know, H. M. Blume is 
the only one in our town who lost 
relatives in the terrible death-dealing 
quake. 
It is so far away and yet in 
human sympathy so near, surely the 
way the whole world has been moved 
to respond to the call of suffering hu­ 
manity.—Observer.

Part of Regular Curriculum 
in Public Schools. 


Atlantic City, N. J.—Two million 
school children this fall will begin the 
study of accident prevention as a part 
of the curricula, Marcus Dow of New 
York, president of the National Safety 
council, reported recently to the execu­ 
tive committee and directors in ses­ 
sion here. Special textbooks have been 
provided and other instruction by drill, 
slogans, statistics, organizations, de­ 
bates and other features which are in­ 
tended to reduce drastically tile esti­ 
mated annual 20,000 fatalities among 
school children. 
School officials and teachers Joined 
in mapping out tile program and a 
textbook covering virtually every form 
of accident and prevention was com­ 
piled Intended to appeal to the chil­ 
dren’s instincts for self-preservation 
and seif-impress'ons, said Hie report. 
Use English Classes. 
For example, it is continued. Eng­ 
lish classes offered an unlimited field 
for 
work 
in 
accident 
prevention 
through reading, composition, speeches 
and debates. 
Drawing had an equally 
extensive scope through posters, con­ 
struction, 
sand-table 
models, 
scrap 
book and bulletin boards. 
An arithmetic class, it was found, 
could use accident statistics of the 
city, state and country as a basis for 
groups, problems, learning meanwhile 
to keep an accurate account of acci­ 
dents so that the extent of the acci­ 
dent situation might be known. 
It 
was found civics could include the 
study of municipal governments’ agen­ 
cies for the protection of lives of 
citizens. Safety is emphasized in geo­ 
graphy through the study of forest 
fires, and floods and peoples of various 
climates and countries. 
Study Current Dangers. 
Each month of the school year will 
be devoted to study of the accident 
danger most imminent at tile time.

In addition the individual, wom­ 
an is developed, not only by adding to 
her information, but in helping her to 
become a leader. 
Extension work in 
the county and state spreads faster 
and becomes stronger through the dis­ 
semination of information and growth 
of leadership. 
Its chief limitation is 
that the women have different back­ 
grounds and different basic informa­ 
tion. 
Tile point of departure in the 
addition of information is varied. More­ 
over not many women can be depended 
upon to spend much time building up 
material and backgrounds.

The chart .''.bove shows price 
fluctuations for portland cement, 
coal and wages during the past 
ten years. In each case IOO is used 
to represent 1913 figures, by the 
Government departments which 
compiled these statistics. 


Translated into “eggs and calico” 
language, this chart shows that a ton of 
coal would buy nearly twice as much 
cement in 1922 as in 1913. A day’s wages 
also would buy more cement in 1922 
than in 1913. 


This means that even though coal and 
wages make up more than hah its manu­ 
facturing cost, cement is now relatively 
lower in price than either coal or wages. 


So, considering these increased costs, 
it is plain that in buying cement you get 
more for your money than before.
